Annual  Report  for  1941. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentdemen, 

1  have  the  honour  tO'  present  to  you  my  Ninth  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  Deeeniber  31st,  1941. 

Once  again,  owing  to  war  conditions,  the  report  has  been 
curtailed.  Civil  defence  work  has  continued  to  make  considerable 
demands  upon  the  time  of  the  Department’s  staff.  In  sj^ite  of 
this  there  was  in  some  directions  an  appreciable  increase  in  the 
w’ork  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  has  increased. 
There  was  an  increase  of  the  Birth  Rate  to  11.7  per  1,000  of 
population.  The  attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  has 
increased  from  6,000  to  6,518.  The  percentage  of  notified  live 
births  attending  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  w^as  94.7%.  The 
Council’s  Ante-natal  Clinic  also  has  increased,  the  number  of 
ex/pectant  mothers  attending  has  risen  from  134  last  year  tO'  216, 
making  539  attendances.  These  figures  are  very  satisfactory. 
Along  with  this  work  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  home  visits  paid  by  tlie  Health  Visitors,  due  to  thdir  release 
from  certain  A.R.P.  and  Evacuation  duties.  The  M.  N  C.W:. 
Committee  have  co-operated  Avith  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  the 
issue  at  the  Centres  of  Dried  I\Iiik,  Cod  Diver  Oil,  and  Fruit 
Juices. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  another  drive  to  continue 
the  work  of  Di^jlitheria  Immunisation.  General  Practitioners 
were  engaged  to  assist  the  iMedical  Officer  of  Healtli  in  this 
W'Ork.  The  number  of  injections  given  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  at  School  was  2,114.  Forty-eight  members  of  the 
A.R.P.  Services  and  Police,  wdiO'  wished  to  be  iiinoculated  against 
Typhoid  Fever,  etc.,  have  been  done  by  the  M.O.H. 


The  administration  of  the  Ambulance  Service  has  been 
transferred  from  the  Fire  Brigade  to  the  Health  Committee. 

There  has  been  no  large  epidemic  of  infectious  disease. 
There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  notifications  last  year,  diph¬ 
theria  especially  having  shown  a  marked  reduction. 

The  nurritional  state  of  the  population  shows  no  sign  of 
worsening  owing  to  war  conditions. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  appoint  an  Assistant  M.O.H. 
One  was  appointed  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  but  her  services 
W'ere  not  available  during  the  year  under  review. 

In  spite  of  wartime  difficulties,  a  year  of  sound  work  can 
be  reported.  To  obtain  this,  I  have  had  the  willing  and  generous 
support  of  the  whole  staff,  and  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks 
to  them  for  their  assistance. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee,  I  again 
express  my  thanks  for  their  continued  support  and  encourage¬ 
ment.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Corporation  ambulances  have  removed  to  the  Massage 
and  X-Ray  Centre  at  Haslingden  2og  patients,  who  made  1,007 
attendances.  'I he  milage  covered  for  tliis  purpose  was  3,343  niiles 
in  the  yeai.  The  total  removals  were  1,829,  covering  a  milage 
of  29,815  miles. 

The  running  of  the  ambulances  is  now  administered  by  the 
Health  Committee.  Messages  for  the  use  of  the  ambulance  are 
left  at  the  ’Bus  Shed  (Ross.  814). 
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GKNKRAl^  HOSPITAL  TREATMENT.— The  hospital 
facilities  outlined  in  the  1938  report  have  been  available. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.— There 
are  four  Nursing  Societies  in  the  Borough. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

MID  WIVES. — The  Lancashire  County  Council  employs  two 
whole  time  midwives  who  are  resident  in  the  Borough.  There 
are  also  three  District  Nurses  who  are  also  mid  wives  emiiloyed 
by  the  Nursing  Societies,  who  also  act  under  the  County  Mid¬ 
wifery  Scheme  in  the  Borough. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. — There  have  been  no  changes. 
The  Clinic  meets  weekly  on  Fridays  at  2  p.m.  at  6,  Kay  Street, 
Rawtenstall.  The  following  figures  give  the  work  done  by  the

As  an  indication  of  the  development  of  this  work  it  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  the  number  of  Ante-natal  case  attendances  in  Raw¬ 
tenstall  at  the  Corporation  and  Tancashire  County  Council  Centres 
during  the  past  nine  years.  These  are  in  1932 — 25;  1933 — -34; 
1934— 127;  1935—458;  1936—534;  1937—936;  1938—1105;  1939- 
1212;  1940 — 1023;  1941 — 1412. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

MATERNITY.— MOORLAND  HOvSPITAL.  There  have 
been  no  alterations  made  in  the  arrangements  with  the  Moorland 
Maternity  Home  from  those  described  previously.  The  number 
of  mothers,  belonging  to  Rawtenstall,  who  were  confined  there 
in  1941  was  143. 

Forty-four  of  the  143  cases  received  assistance  under  the 
Maternitv  and  Child  Welfare  vScheme. 

ST.  MARY’S  HOSPITAL,  MANCHESTER.— There  have 
been  no  alterations  made  in  the  arrangements  with  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital  for  the  admission  of  abnormal  confinements. 

During  1941  nineteen  maternity  cases  were  admitted  to  St. 
Mary’s  Hospital  under  the  arrangement.  One  case  went  to  Bank 
Hall  Ho.spital,  Burnley. 

CHILDREN. — Admission  of  children  to  Moorland  Infirmary 
has  continued  where  necessary. 
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The  Workpeople’s  Hospital  Fund  provided  treatment  for  68 
children  under  5  years  of  age,  35  as  in-patients,  and  33  as  out¬ 
patients  at  the  following  Hospitals  : — Manchester  Children’s 
Hospital  15.  Manchester  Northern  Hospital  2.  Manchester 
Eye  Hospital  2.  Burnley  Victoria  ii.  Manchester  Skin  Hos¬ 
pital  3.  Bury  Infirmary  32.  Ancoats  i.  Halifax  Royal  2. 

PHIMOSIS,  &c. — Operations  for  the  cure  of  Phimosis  are 
dealt  with  at  The  Infirmary,  Bury,  and  the  cost  of  the  recom¬ 
mends  is  borne  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

During  1941  fifteen  cases  of  Phimosis  were  treated  under 
these  arrangements. 

TONSIES  AND  ADENOIDS.— Nine  children  under  5 
years  of  age  received  treatment  by  operation  for  removal 
of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  under  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme.  The  arrangements  have  been  the  same  as 
those  described  in  previous  reports. 

DECAYED  TEETH.  - Facilities  have  been  available  for 
treatment  at  the  School  Dental  Clinic. 

DEFECTIVE  VISION.— Seven  children  below  school  age 
were  referred,  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme, 
for  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  at  the  School  Clinic. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES.— There  are  three 
centres,  held  weekly.  At  the  Clinic,  Kay  Street  (Tuesday); 
Goodshaw  Baptist  School  (Wednesday);  Whitewell  Bottom 
Council  School  (Thursday).

SMALI^POX. — The  Corporation  owns  an  isolation  hospital 
for  Smallpox,  situated  at  The  Pidge,  Hareholme,  within  the 
Borough,  with  accommodation  for  twenty-seven  patients  and 
where  there  is  an  installation  for  disinfecting  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.,  by  means  of  high-pressure  steam.
